Artists impressions 
of proposed new 
leisure centre, 
school and housing 
on the current the 
current Britannia 
Leisure Centre site 
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P roposals to 

build a new leisure 
centre, school 
and homes by 
Shoreditch Park have taken 
a step closer after they were 
approved by Hackney’s 
Planning Sub-Committee 
on 7 November. 

The Council’s planning 
application to develop the 
site on and around the 
current Britannia Leisure 
Centre now needs to go 
before the Greater London 
Authority (GLA). 

The Council’s proposals 
have been two-and-a-half 
years in the planning and 
subject to widespread 
consultations and 
engagement events. 

The plans include a 
state-of-the-art leisure 
centre (see box out); a new 
secondary school and sixth 
form with 1,140 places; 
up to 481 new homes, 81 
of which will be for social 
rent or shared ownership; a 
public square with seating; 
improved walking and cycle 
routes linked into the wider 
network, and more than 


1,000 new cycle parking 
spaces; tree planting, 
leading to 33 more trees 
than there are now, and 
wildlife-friendly planting to 
provide a greater variety of 
habitats and food sources. 

The new buildings will 
be placed on the site of the 
existing Britannia Leisure 
Centre - which will not 
close until the new one is 
open - the existing asphalt 
sports courts, and the site of 
the Hoxton Press sales and 



marketing suite. 

If approved by the GLA, 
it’s hoped that construction 
will start on the leisure 
centre and school early 
next year, and be completed 
in 2021.

The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, said: “It’s 
taken us years of planning, 
consultations and public 
meetings to get to this 
stage, and we’ve listened 
to residents and taken 
on board their feedback 
throughout. We’ve tried to 
include as many elements 
of what people have told us 
they want as possible. 

“The current leisure 
centre simply doesn’t deliver 
the standard of provision 
or access that Hackney’s 
diverse communities expect. 

“The new centre will be 
better in almost every way 
and preserves many of the 
family friendly elements we 
know that people value. 

“What we’re proposing 
is necessary if you believe 
Hackney’s current and 
future generations deserve 
access to good schools and 
leisure provision.”

R esidents, 

businesses and 
visitors in Dalston 
will get the 

opportunity to directly tell 
the Council their ambitions 
for their community at a 
major event this month. 

More than 3,000 people 
have already had their 
say about the future of 
the area in the ‘Dalston 
Conversation’ since it 
launched two months ago. 

Now the Council will 
bring together hundreds of 
people on 27 November for 
a conversation about what 
its priorities should be to 
ensure that the growth of 
the area brings opportunities 
for everyone. 

Dalston’s population 
has gone up 12 per cent 
in just four years, and the 
prospect of Crossrail 2 - a 
high-speed train line that 
would link the town centre 
directly to north, central and 
south-west London - means 
developers are likely to want 
to build more tall buildings 
in the area. 

While some of these 
changes will be out of the 
Council’s control, it wants 
to make sure it is using 
every tool at its disposal 
to maximise the benefits 
of growth - whether that’s 
better public spaces, getting 
the right new buildings in 
the right places or ensuring 
everyone has access to new 
jobs, education or arts and 
culture opportunities.

Philip Glanville, said: 
“Dalston is seeing rapid 
social and economic 
change, which brings huge 
opportunities but also 
real challenges. 

“People have told us 
they feel left behind by this 


change - that they won’t be 
able to afford to live here, 
that new jobs won’t be 
for them, that their family 
simply won’t benefit. 

“New people and 
investment should be 
celebrated, but my vision 


is that the Council should 
bridge the gap between 
those that feel excluded and 
the massive opportunities a 
growing Dalston brings. 

“We need your views on 
how to make that happen.”

Concerns over London Overground ticket office closures 


THE COUNCIL has 
expressed concerns and 
opposition to Arriva 
Rail London’s plans to 
close ticket offices in 
Hackney. This follows its 
consultation response to 
London Travelwatch and 
support of RMT Union 
protests last month. 

Currently all of the 
Overground stations 
in Hackney, with the 
exception of London Fields, 
have ticket offices but these 
plans - which cover 88 


stations London wide - 
would leave the borough 
without a single ticket office 
at any Overground station. 

In a letter sent to 
Arriva Rail London, 
which operates London 
Overground, Mayor Philip 
Glanville underlined that 
the Council fully supports 
trade union concerns that 
these ticket offices provide 
important information, 
assistance points for 
passengers, particularly 
those who are disabled, as 


well as refuge points 
for staff. He also asked 
Arriva Rail to supply 
more detail on staffing of 
Overground stations. 

Mayor Glanville wrote: 
“In an inner-London 
borough that is already 
facing significant cuts to 
our TfL bus services, as 
well as few Underground 
stations to begin with, we 
consider these proposals 
unacceptable. We oppose 
a blanket approach to 
scrapping all ticket offices.”

Terrence Higgins Trust report 

A COMMUNITY building event to explore the experiences 
of lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender and queer people of 
colour (LGBTQ+ P0C) in Hackney and City of London is set 
to take place on 29 November. 

The event, from 6.30 to 9pm at Chats Palace Theatre, 
Homerton, is being hosted by Terrence Higgins Trust, and 
funded by the Council and City of London. 

It is part of work to help improve access to health and social 
services in the borough for LGBTQ+ P0C, particularly in 
relation to mental health and sexual health services. 

People will be asked to share their experiences of accessing 
local services and how these can be redesigned and 
improved to better meet their needs.

New money for Council homes 

ALMOST £50 million of funding from the Mayor of London’s 
Building Council Homes for Londoners programme will 
help deliver nearly 1,000 genuinely affordable new homes 
in Hackney. 

The borough is one of the biggest winners in a new £1 billion 
allocation helping councils across London get building, with 
a £45.5 million grant that will see work begin on 949 new 
Council homes for social rent and shared ownership by 
2022 - the third highest in London. 

The Mayor of Hackney, Philip Glanville, said: “This funding 
will help us deliver 949 genuinely affordable new homes by 

2022, all on sites where 
planning permission is 
in place or where design 
and consultation is well 
underway. 

“This is on top of the 
550 new homes we 
have already completed 
since 2010.” 

Free immigration information 

TWO events are being held in Hackney to offer information 
and advice on applying for citizenship or establishing 
settled status. 

The sessions, by migrant support charity Praxis 
Community Projects, are for borough residents who came 
to the UK before 1989 from any country. People don’t need 
to book a place and the names of those attending will not 
be shared with the Council or Home Office. 

The events are set to take place on 21 November at 
Hackney Museum, 1 Reading Lane, from 5-7pm; and 11 
December at Hackney Caribbean Elderly Organisation, 39 
Leswin Road, from 2-4pm.

I have become known 
as ‘the toilet block 
guy’, but it’s worth it,” 
laughs Marcus Duran. 

On a bright winter’s day, 
he is standing before the 
building that earned him 
this unusual nickname. 

A dilapidated public 
toilet, abandoned for over a 
decade, it does not look like 
the sort of place that would 
inspire. Yet Marcus is part 
of a neighbourhood group 
that has battled for years to 
save and reinvent it. And it 
looks like their efforts might 
just be about to pay off. 

Clapton Commons 
Community Organisation 
Ltd (CCCOL) launched in 
2013, with an ambitious 
plan to turn the old toilet 
block on the common into 
Liberty Hall - a 700 sq ft 
community hall. Four years 
later, the group is three 
weeks and £13,000 away 
from making it a reality. 

“We have raised 72 per 
cent of our fundraising 
target on Space Hive,” 
explains Marcus. If, by 17 
December, the group has 
received pledges totalling 
100 per cent or more of the 
nearly £50,000 needed, then 
building work can begin 
within weeks, and the hall 
could open next summer. 

Getting to this point 
has been ‘a long story’, 
he explains, “but it really 
illustrates what can happen 
when neighbours work 
together with resilience 
and perseverance.” 

CCCOL was set up as 
a partnership between St 
Thomas’ Church and the 
Clapton Terrace Residents 
Association and is now 
open to anyone who lives 
and works in the local area. 

Over the past four years, 
it has attracted the support 
of many, including Fr 
William Taylor, the vicar 
of St Thomas’, Rabbi 
Avrohom Pinter, principal 
of Yesodey Hatorah Senior 
Girls’ School, and Jackie 
Benjamin, head of Tyssen 
Primary School. 

“It’s truly amazing how 
the project has brought

diverse groups within the 
community together,” 
says Marcus. “We’ve got 
long-term residents, young 
mums who moved in more 
recently, different schools, 
religions, community 
projects and local 
businesses... People and 
groups who might never 
have met one another or 
shared ideas otherwise.” 

The plan that this 
diverse group developed 
is ambitious. It includes a 
community cookery school, 
run by the charity Made 
in Hackney. Monthly 
community meals will be 
cooked too, with provision 
for those who keep kosher. 

There will be a bike repair 
clinic, coffee shop, a space 
for community meetings, a 
food growing space, maybe 
even a flower seller. 

The group has secured 
planning permission, drawn 


Marcus. “It’s about the 
neighbourhood coming 
together to recognise its 
amazing assets: its people, 
businesses and buildings. 

“No one’s making 
any money out of this. 
They’re working together 
because they care about the 
common and the people 
who live around it. And 
our hope is that the space 
itself will continue to foster 
that spirit and create those 
connections when it comes 
into fruition.” 

Who would have thought 
one abandoned toilet could 
inspire so much positivity.

up architectural plans and 
secured common land 
consent. CCCOL is 
now taking on a lease 
from the Council, which 
owns the building. 

In September, the Council 
committed £200,000 to 
pay for the structural work 
necessary to revive the 
building, meaning CCCOL 
could focus its fundraising 
efforts on the internal fit 
out, valued at £48,873. 

On 25 October, this 
received a significant boost 
when the Mayor of London 
backed their plans with a 
pledge of £25,000. 

“Now we just need local 
businesses and residents to 
get behind the final push,” 
says Marcus. 

If the fundraising goal 
they have set on Space Hive 
is not met, all their efforts 


will have come to nothing. 
The group, however, 
are not about to let that 
happen. Thus, two major 
local fundraising events 
have been planned. 

On 27 November, a 
live music event is set to 
take place at St Thomas’ 
Church. Hackney’s own 
Five Points Brewery is 
donating beer and two 
Mercury Award nominated 
artists are performing. 

Marcus cannot yet reveal 
their names but says one, in 
particular, “has millions of 
plays on Spotify.” 

On 6 December, 

Tyssen Primary School 
is opening its doors to 
host a huge ‘lip syncing 
extravaganza’ - think 
karaoke without actually 
having to hit the notes. 

“Both events really 
symbolise the spirit of the 
Liberty Hall project,” says

ON 10 November, the Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, visited the Mildmay Club 
on Newington Green to formally open its 
collection of personal artefacts and letters 
relating to former members (the ‘chums’) 
who served in the First World War. 

Mildmay Club president, Tom Jones, said: 
“The men whose letters you see around 
the wall drank here and learned here and 
when the chums joined up they went out 
to join thousands of others from this area 
and millions from across the UK and the 
Commonwealth to fight alongside and 
against young men very much like them. 
“Men from across the world and from 
this tiny patch of it gave their lives and 
sometimes their minds or their bodies 
to the cause. 

“We stand here today to recognise the men 
on that board because that was this Club’s 
small part in that horrific conflict but also 
to all those who like these men had family 
and friends they wrote to and clubs they 
belonged to back home - wherever 
that home was.”

I ’VE done everything 
terribly late in life,” says 
musician Alison Rayner. 
“I made the first album 
of my own music at 60 and 
got married just three years 
ago. But I think that can be 
a really good thing. Older 
women, in particular, can 
be marginalised, rather 
than celebrated for their 
experience and talents.” 

The award-winning 
composer and double bass 
player has a musical career 
that spans over 40 years, 
which has seen her play 
with jazz legends like Tal 
Farlow and Jayne Cortez. 

Right now, however, she 
seems to be on a winning 
streak. Her quintet (which 
includes three women - 
“still quite unusual in jazz”) 
won Jazz Ensemble of the 
Year at the highly respected 
2018 Parliamentary 
Jazz Awards. 

They were also 
nominated for a British Jazz 
Award, while Alison herself 
was shortlisted for best bass 
player in the same awards. 

“I’ve never won anything 
in my life,” laughs Alison. 

“I did terribly at school, 
never even won a running 
race. So it’s nice to get all 
this recognition now.” 

Born in Bromley and 
drawn to music at a very 
young age, Alison has lived 
in Stoke Newington now 
for over 30 years. 

She recalls: “I remember 
standing by the piano and I 
must have been very small, 
maybe about three years 
old, because I was only just 
able to reach the keys.” 

Her parents delighted in 
her musical streak: “My 
dad gave me a ukulele banjo 


and then a guitar, but at 
that point you could only 
really study classical music. 

I grew up on 60s rock, 
soul and Tamla, then funk 
and disco. Classical music 
was never going to be my 
path. So instead I went 
to art school.” 

In fact, it was the 
women’s movement of 
the early 70s that gave 
Alison her first break in 
music. “I saw an advert in 
a newsletter,” she says. “A 
woman who played drums 
was looking for other 
women to play in a band. I 
went along, and it led to a 
band called Jam Today. ” 

Inspired by a line in Lewis 
Carroll’s ‘Through the 
Looking Glass’, (‘The rule 
is, jam tomorrow and jam 
yesterday - but never jam 
today’), the name was a 
call for women’s liberation 
and the band rose to 
prominence. 

Alison says: “We played 
at marches, rape crisis 
benefits and lefty, political 
and women’s events.” 

Indeed, it was through 
Jam Today that she first 
picked up a bass. “I’d been 
playing guitar till then,” she 
explains, “but we needed 
a bass player so I gave it a 
go. These things often feel 
like an accident at the time, 
but when you look back 
you start to realise that you 
grasped opportunities and 
took a more active role than 
you had realised.” 

When the group 
disbanded a few years later, 
Alison joined another all¬ 
women band, the Guest 
Stars. All in their early 30s, 
the women were to tour 
extraordinary parts of the 
globe together. 

Alison says: “The British 
Council sent us to the 


Middle East. We went to 
Egypt, Yemen, Iraq... 

We spent a week in 
Baghdad, and while we 
rehearsed each day, the 
cleaning ladies would 
dance. We got the most 
amazing welcome 
everywhere we went.” 

It was during this 
peripatetic time that Alison 
made her home in Hackney, 
a place where jazz was 
thriving. And so, after 
leaving the Guest Stars in 
1989, she decided to put 
down professional roots in 
the borough too. 


Alison launched Blow the 
Fuse with fellow musician 
Deirdre Cartwright. She 
recalls: “It began as a 
little organisation putting 
on events at the Duke of 
Wellington on the Balls 
Pond Road. We had a house 
band, and we’d invite other 
musicians to play too.” 


Soon, they moved to a 
weekly residency at the 
Vortex where they still hold 
seasons of gigs today. 

Listed like this, her career 
appears almost effortless. 
But, of course, making 
a living as a musician is 
never easy. “I taught at 
City and Islington College 


for 10 years and I also 
worked as an examiner,” 
says Alison. “Like a lot of 
worlds in which there are 
a predominance of men 
working, there were times 
when I felt sexism may 
have played a part in not 
getting jobs. 

“But things have changed 
a lot over the past 30 years. 
There are amazing young 
women coming up through 
the jazz courses that music 
colleges now offer.” 

Today, she says: “I’m 
starting to be more aware 
of how ageism can be 
especially detrimental to 
older women. 

“I’d been writing music 
for others for a long time, 
and I decided that I would 
make an album of my own 
music before I turned 60.” 

She founded ARQ 
(Alison Rayner Quintet) 
in 2012 and recorded the 
album ‘August’ fulfilling 
that ambition. Critically 
acclaimed, ‘August’ drew 
praise from audiences all 
over the UK. “Though 
I’d only set out with the 
ambition to make one 
album,” a second - ‘Magic 
Life’ - followed in 2016, 
and a third will be recorded 
in April. 

The line-up of the band, 
Hackney residents Steve 
Lodder (piano), Deirdre 
Cartwright (guitar) Diane 
McLoughlin (saxophone), 
and Buster Birch (drums) 
who lives in Kent, “is what 
makes ARQ so special”, 
says Alison. 

They are all wonderful 
musicians and long 
standing friends: “I could 
not produce the music I do 
without them.” 

Alison reflects: “I’m glad 
I waited till I was older. I 
really admire the energy of 
youth, but as you get older, 
your life experience informs 
how you play and write. 
And I think that’s a really 
beneficial thing. You 
never stop learning.”

Plans are currently 
underway to develop an 
energy company delivery 
board by early next 
year. The aim is to 
create a publicly-owned, 
cleaner, price competitive 
energy company. 

The borough’s first 
municipal energy company 
was set up in Shoreditch in 
1897. Now, over 120 years 
later, the Council is building 
on that legacy. 

The community-focused 
company aims to go beyond 
the pioneering work of 


other municipal companies 
by ensuring that financial 
risk is limited. It also aims 
to place the supply and 
generation of renewable 
energy amongst the highest 
priorities of the company. 

Hackney’s energy 
company is set to 
deliver on action to the 
global warming crisis 
and forms part of the 
journey towards using 
renewable energy across 
all functions by 2050. 

The Council plans to 


use solar panels on 50 per 
cent of Hackney residential 
roof space owned by the 
Council, driving renewable 
energy infrastructure both 
within the borough and 
beyond its borders. 

To kick-start the 
Council’s transition 
to renewables, it has 
committed to switch 
half its electricity supply 
to renewable sources 
next year. 

Cllr Jon Burke, 

Cabinet Member for 


Energy, Sustainability, 

& Community Services, 
said: “In the face of limited, 
and often retrograde, 
central Government 
action, Hackney is joining 
a movement across 
local government that is 
helping to transform the 
energy system from one 
underpinned by fossil fuels, 
to one characterised by 
clean and extremely low 
carbon sources of energy. 

“It is our aim to 
protect residents and 
the environment we live 
in. By ensuring there is 
another publicly-owned, 
publicly accountable 
energy company in the 
marketplace, we believe we 
can achieve these goals.”

City and Hackney 
schools has been 
launched. 

Thirty-nine 
schools across 
the two boroughs 
are now receiving 
specialist support and training as part of a new project 
launched in September. 

Led by the CAMHS (Children and Adolescent Mental Health 
Services), the Wellbeing and Mental Health in Schools 
Project sees clinicians working with City and Hackney 
schools to provide advice, guidance and training to support 
more students’ wellbeing. 

A CAMHS clinician has also joined colleagues from Hackney 
Learning Trust to work with school staff to pull together a 
plan that puts wellbeing at the heart of school life. 

The clinician provides links to other organisations to ensure 
that all staff are equipped with the skills to respond to the 
needs of young people and their families. 

In Hackney, an estimated 5,890 of 60,000 children and 
young people up to the age of 18 years are affected by a 
mental illness every year. 

Annie McHugh, the CAMHS clinical psychologist linked to 
Mossbourne Parkside Academy, said: “I’m looking forward 
to being based in schools and hope this will lead to more 
collaboration between schools and CAMHS services when 
supporting the children and families in Hackney.”

A MAJOR project 

aimed at amplifying 
the voice of young 
people in the 
borough is set to launch 
early next year. 

The Hackney Young 
Futures Commission will 
hear evidence over the 
course of a year about the 
experiences of young people 
in Hackney, to make sure 
young people’s voices are 
heard by the Council and 
by its partners. 

The commission will be 
chaired by young people, 
and over the next two 
years will be looking into 
the experiences of those in 
Hackney under 25, how 
they view the borough, 
what challenges they face, 
and how they feel about 
local services. 

It will be independent 
of the Council, but will be 
organised and accountable 
to it, and will be made up of 
young people themselves, 
community representatives, 
academic partners, those 
from the voluntary sector 
and councillors.

“We need to learn from 
the experiences of young 
people in the borough 
so we are best placed to 
tackle inequalities that are 
preventing them getting 
the best start in life. The 
Hackney Young Futures 
Commission is a great 
way to get on with 
this important work.”

affected population groups, 
helping to reduce the rates 
of people undiagnosed or 
diagnosed late with the 
HIV virus. 

Despite improvements 
in overall testing rates, the 
average proportion of people 
diagnosed at a late stage 
of infection has remained 


persistently high over the 
past five years, at close to 
40 per cent. 

The test can identify those 
who are undiagnosed, avoids 
a late diagnosis, and helps 
people to start treatment 
immediately; preventing 
potential illness, and 
protecting sexual partners 


from HTV infection.

• 2 tins kidney beans, drained and washed 
•2 tbsps tomato puree 

• 1 cube vegetable stock (in 1 litre of 
boiling water) 

• 1 bunch coriander, chopped 
•4 spring onions, sliced 

• 1 -2 green chillies, deseeded 
and chopped 

•500g plain yoghurt 
Spices: 

•1 tbsp paprika 

• 1 tsp cinnamon 

•1 tsp ginger powder 


•1 tbsp ground coriander 

•1 tbsp ground cumin 

• Salt & pepper 

Method 

• Heat the oil in a large pan; add the diced onions 
and fry until brown 

• Add fresh ginger and garlic; cook on a medium 
heat for 5 minutes 

• Add the pumpkin; fry for a further 2 minutes on 
a medium heat 

• Add the tomato puree; cook out for a further 
3 minutes

• Add the vegetable stock and bring to the boil;

Although nothing is 
currently known about the 
people in the photographs, 
it is known that Cossors, 
whose staff party is featured 
here, made electrical and 
surgical equipment and had 
premises in Stamford Hill 
and Dalston Lane. 

Ivy Travers ran a 


well-known dancing school 
in Hackney and many of 
the stage performances 
were captured by Gibson. 

The photograph from 
the Finsbury Civil Defence 
party is part of a larger set 
and archives staff speculate 
that it was perhaps a 
reunion party for those who 
were part of Islington’s civil 


defence during the Second 
World War. 

Hackney Archives is 
carrying out a two-year 
project to digitise images 
from Gibson’s studio so 
that they can be shared 
with local people at 
events around the 
borough and online. 

A key part of the project 


involves interviewing 
people who appear in 
the photographs so 
that their stories can be 
preserved as part of the 
history of Hackney.

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
